WASHINGTON— Any  amount  of  penetrating 
radiation  may  cans#  a germ  plasm  mutation, 

A lethal  gene  -meaning  usually  that  the  in- 
dividual receiving  it  never  will  live  to  be  born — 
could  result  from  a half  roentgen  vvh^ch  happened  to 
be  rightly  placed  and  timed. 

It  makes  no  difference,  so  far  as  the  effects  on 
heredity  are  concerned,  whether  a person  received 
100  roentgens  all  at  once,  as  might  be  quite  likely  in 
an  atomic  bombing,  or  over  about  25  years—  an 
average  human  reproductive  lifetime. 

It  can  he  estimated  conservatively,  say*  Dr. 
Herman  J.  Muller  of  the  University  of  Indiana,  that 
th*  amount  of  background  radiation  of  the  earth 


received  by  the  average  individual  is  about  half  a 
roentgen  a year.  That  is.  In  25  years  one  gets  some- 
where  from  10  to  15  roentgens.  In  some  places  it  is 
much  more,  due  to  increased  intensity  of  cosmic 
radiation  at  high  altitudes. 

This  fact,  Dr.  Muller  says,  makes  the  mountain 
dwellers  of  Tibet  and  Bolivia  particularly  interesting 
subjects  for  any  investigation  which  may  be 
launched.  In  some  way  they  must  have  become  ad- 
justed to  genetic  change,  for  they  are  not  particu- 
larly unhealthy. 

For  tho.citv  populations  of  North  America  and 
western  Europe  the  radiation  received  also  is  much 
more,  due  to  the  prevalent  use  of  X-rays  and 
various  electronic  equipment,  but  this  condition  has 
obtained  for  too  short  a time  to  he  evaluated. 

Now,  Dr.  Muller's  thesis  is  that  20  roentgens  is 
about  lhe  limit  the  human  race— not  the  short-lived 
individual  to  whom  It  would  make  no  difference- 
can  stand  comfortably.

PREMIER  BENNETT  has  now  made  it 
quite  clear  that  he  docs  not  intend  t«» 
break  away  from  the  old-fashioned  and 
much  criticized  system  of  redistribution 
in  which  the  Dominion  uovernment  ana 
all  but  one  of  the  provinces  still  dim! 
That  is  the  svstcm  of  reallocation  ol 
seats  on  the  basis  of  recommendations  by 
« committee  of  elected  members  of 
Parliament  or  legislature  It  is  the  pm- 
cedure  which  Hon.  C.  G.  Power.  Ion.* 
survivor  of  the  Laurier  regime,  has 
repeatrtWv  condemned  and  which  every 
other  nation  of  the  British  Commonwealth 
has  abandoned  in  favor  of  impartial 
revision  of  electorates  by  independent 
(^mmissions— in  the  case  of  the  I mted 
Kingdom,  a continuing  commission. 

No  doubt  Mr.  Bennett  has  given  this 
question  much  thought  and  is  satisli-**! 
that  there  are  good  reasons  for  his 
decision.  To  many,  however,  it  will 
appear  as  a golden  opportunity  lost.  As 
the  leader  of  a new  group  the  premier 
has  fewer  politic al  ties  than  those  which 


in  the  process  of  time  entangle  all  parties. 
He  could  have  changed  the  system  of 
redistribution  without  creating  much 
trouble  within  his  own  party,  and  would 
have  put  himself  in  a stronger  position 
provinciallv  had  h»*  done  so.  making 
himself  the  first  British  Columbia  premier 
to  rid  redistribution  of  the  taint  of 

partisan  politics.  . 

The  electoral  boundaries  or  this 
province  have  nut  had  a thorough  revision 
for  two  decades,  and  the  new  government 
was  given  a unique  chance  to  make  a 
dean  job  of  d.  Instead  a committee 
which  has  twice  failed  to  show  any  pro- 
gress is  to  be  reconstituted  for  another 
attempt  at  a complex  task  that  cannot 
possibly  he  performed  adequately  by 
rneml»ois  bound  to  eye  one  another  with 
suspicion,  and  at  a time  when  other 
sessional  duties  make  prior  claim.  It 
sivms  strange  that  Premier  Bennett,  who 
has  made  hold  changes  in  other  directions 
should  regard  this  procedure  as  satisfac- 
tory.

Notable  Public  Career 


THE  passing  at  Vancouver  of  Major- 
C, moral  W.  W.  Foster,  DSO,  puts 
an  end  to  a notable  and  many-sided  career 
In  public  life,  one  closely  woven  with  the 
development  of  British  Columbia.  General 
Foster  filled  a number  of  offices  in  the 
public  life  of  the  city  or  his  home,  the 
province,  and  the  nation  he  served  .with 
distinction  overseas  To  each  he  brought 
distinctive  capabilities,  earning  the  thanks 
of  those  concerned  for  an  able  and 
effective  response,  given  without  regard 
to  his  own  health  or  energies.

affairs.  In  each  rapacity  he  measured 
up  to  the  responsibility  placed  on  his 
shoulders,  and  left  behind  a record  of 
administrative  ability  that  will  be  long 
remembered.

Radiation  May  Be  Near 
Human  Extinction  Level 
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< ontinued  from  I’an*  1 

Animals  Indicate*  that  this  amount  will 
cmt.v  about  two*  out  nf  every  10 
children  horn  to  suffer  "genet  lo 
death.”  That  Ls.  they  will  he  the  ends 
Of  their  lines.  The  term  has  nothing 
to  do  with  individual  death. 

Dr.  Muller's  own  calculations  show 
that  the  American  people  are  already 
quite  close  to  this  20  roentgen 
average.  It  requires  very  little  beyond 
the  amount  man  has  received  from 
the  beginning  from  the  earth  s residual 
radiation  and  from  cosmic  rays. 

This  presumably  has  acted  as  a 
brake  on  the  too-great  proliferation  of 
the  human  race  and  may  have  boon  a 
wise  provision  nf  nature.  Primitive 
man  may  have  boon  barely  able  to 
keep  ahead  of  It. 

Increase  of  this  residua)  radiation, 
together  with  radiation  from  all  other 
sources,  would  about  double  the  muta- 
tion rate,  ns  indicated  by  fruit  fly  ex- 
periments. 

There  is  recent  evidence  that  the 
rate  induced  in  mice  by  comparative 
amounts  of  radiation.  Is  about  five 
times  that  in  fruit  flie«.  The  mouse  is 
a less  stable  animal,  genetically.  Man. 
it  is  probable,  is  still  less  stable  and 
may  have  a still  higher  rate. 

Also,  Dr,  Muller  points  out.  a sub- 
lethal  mutation  in  man  is  likely  to  be 
more  serious  than  in  a mouse  because 
he  Jives  longer,  travels  about  more, 
and  gets  his  genes  more  broadly 
distributed. 

A common  fallacy.  Dr.  Muller 
points  out.  is  that  only  radiation  aimed 
directly  at  reproduction  cells  will  re- 
sult in  mutations.  This  is.  of  course, 
far  more  effective  but  the  calculations 
are  based  on  whole  body  radiation 
which  happens  to  hit  anywhere. 


With  the  possible  exposure  of  the 
average  individual  to  .'Ml  roentgens. 
Dr.  Muller  points  out,  it  would  require 
three-and-a-half  children  per  repro- 
ductive couple  to  maintain  the  popula- 
tion at  its  present  level  and  the  re- 
quirement would  go  up  as  the  fitness 
of  individuals  went  down  and  down. 

Tills,  of  course,  would  result 
eventually  in  extinction  of  the  human 
spofies — unless  there  were  some  way 
of  stopping  the  process.  If  might  re- 
quire several  thousand  vears  or.  ac- 
cording io  recent  warnings,  possibly 
a much  shorter  limp. 

Even  now,  Dr.  Muller  says,  thp 
average  human  being  carries  in  the 
germ  plasm  at  least  f>0  deleterious 
genes,  received  from  one  parent.  Karh 
ope  is  individually  of  small  conse- 
quences, but  U hampers  in  some  un- 
observable way  the  total  efficiency  of 
the  most  part,  different  for  each 
Individual 

Ii  requires  the  meeting  of  two  likes 
for  the  disadvantageous  control  to  e\- 
rtl  its  full  effect.  Theoretical  calcula/" 
lions  show  that  each  deleterious  gene 
is  distributed  through  the  germ  plasm 
of  at  least  100  individuals  before  it  is 
eliminated  through  the  process  of 
survival  of  the  fittest. 

Nobody  actually  .Can  locate  or 
count  these  deleterious  genes  in  man. 
The  calculation  X based  on  extra- 
polation for  Hie  proha  hi*  greater 
frequency  pf  mutations  in  human 
beings. 

The  geneticist  constantly  has  raised 
his  estimates,  as  the  probability  of 
t hi<  greater  mutational  frequency  has 
heen  shown  to  he  greater  than  pre- 
viously supposed.

WASHINGTON— Any  amount  of  penetrating 
radiation  may  cause  a germ  plasm  mutation. 

A lethal  gene  -meaning  usually  that  the  in- 
dividual receiving  it  never  will  live  to  be»  bom— 
could  result  from  a half  roentgen  which  happened  to 
be  rightly  placed  and  timed. 

It  makes  no  difference,  so  far  a--  the  efforts  on 
heredity  are  concerned,  whether  a jicrson  received 
100  roentgens  all  at  onre.  as  might  bv'  quite  likely  in 
an  atomic  bombing,  or  over  about  23  years— an 
average  human  reproductive  lifetime.

received  by  ihe  average  individual  is  about  half  a 
roentgen  a year.  That  is.  in  25  years  one  gets  some- 
where from  10  to  15  roentgens.  In  some  places  it  is 
much  more,  due  to  increased  intensity  of  cosmic 
radiation  at  high  altitudes. 

This  fact.  Dr.  Muller  says,  makes  the  mountain 
dwellers  of  Tibet  and  Bolivia  particularly  interesting 
subjects  for  any  investigation  which  may  be 
launched.  In  some  way  they  must  have  become  ad- 
justed to  genetic  change,  for  they  are  not  particu- 
larly unhealthy. 

For  the  dty  populations  of  North  America  and 
western  Kurope  the  radiation  received  also  is  much 
more,  due  to  the  prevalent  use  of  X-rays  and 
various  electronic  equipment,  but  this  condition  has 
obtained  for  too  short  a time  to  ho  evaluated. 

Now,  Dr.  Muller's  thesis  Is  that  20  roentgens  is 
about  the  limit  the  human  race — not  the  short-lived 
individual  to  whom  it  would  make  no  difference — 
can  stand  comfortably.  Experience  with  lower

Radiation  Mav  Be  Nearins  Extinction  Lev

WASHINGTON— Any  Amount  of  penetrutinff 
radiation  may  cause  a germ  plasm  mutation. 

A lethal  gene — meaning  usually  that  the  TtT- 
dividunl  rci'elvInK  It  never  will  live  to  Ik'  born— 
could  result  from  a half  roentgen  which  happen, *d  to 
be  rightly  placed  and  timed. 

It  makes  no  difference,  so  far  as  the  effect*  on 
heredity  are  concerned,  whether  a pcrs,<n  nveixod 
100  roentgens  all  at  once,  as  might  lie  quite  likely  in 
nn  atomic  bombing,  or  over  About  25  years — an 
average  human  reproductive  lifetime. 

It  can  he  estimated  conservatively,  says  Dr. 
Herman  J.  Muller  of  the  University  of  Indiana,  that 
the  amount  of  background  radiation  of  the  earth 


receiv'd  by  the  average  individual  is  about  half  a 
roentgen  a year.  That  is,  in  25  years  one  gets  some- 
where from  M to  15  roentgens.  In  some  places  it  is 
much  more,  due  to  increased  intensity  of  cosmic 
radiation  at  high  altitudes. 

This  fact,  Dr.  Muller  says,  makes  the  mountain 
dwellers  of  Tibet  and  Bolivia  particularly  interesting 
subjects  for  any  investigation  which  may  be 
launched.  In  some  way  they  must  have  become  ad- 
justed to  genetic  change,  for  they  are  not  particu- 
lar!'. unhealthy. 

For  tlx*  city  populations  of  North  America  and 
western  Europe  the  radiation  received  also  is  much 
more:  due  to  the  prevalent  use  of  X-rays  and 
various  electronic  equipment,  but  this  condition  has 
obtained  for  too  short  a time  to  he  evaluated. 

Now.  Dr.  Muller's  thesis  is  that  20  roentgens  is 
about  the  limit  the  human  rare — not  the  short-lived 
individual  to  whom  it  would  make  no  difference — 
can  stand  comfortably.  Experience  with  lower
